A CORRESPONDENT of the Indiana 


Farmer, from Labette, Kansas, uses the 
following contrivance to prevent cows 
from sucking themselves: "Cows may 
be cured of sucking themselves by the 
use of two sticks long enough to reach 
from the butts of the horns to the back 
of the shoulders. Cut notches in both 
ends of the sticks, and secure one end 
of each to the base of yonr cow's horns. 
Then pass a rope around her body just 
back of her fore legs. Fasten the other 
ends of the sticks to this rope by means 
of knots about midway of each side. I 
will pay for all the milk the cow gets 
when the above directions are followed." 


MUCH cloverseed is wasted by sowing 


too early and also by scattering it upon 
the surface without covering. All seeds 
should be covered, although under very 
favorable circumstances they would 
sprout and grow, even if not covered. 
If you harrow your wheat, that should 
be done as soon as the ground is dry, 
then sow the clover immediately after 
the harrow, the gradual leveling down 
of the little furrows made by the har- 
row teeth will cover the seed. When 
eloverseed is sown on the surface too 
early a warm rain will eprout it, then a 
frosty night will destroy the young root- 
lets which have not yet penetrated into 
the ground, and the seed is wasted. 


CURE FOR THE GAPES.—I have tried 


many things to euro the gapes in young 
chicks, but know of none so effectual as 
lime. Place the chick or chicks in a 
barrel, or something easily covered 
with a bag, so that the dust of the lime 
can not escape, but do not smother the 
chicks with too thick a bag. Dust your 
chicks well, and leave them confined 
about 5 or 10 minute?. One applica- 
tion is sufficient. 
When you take the 


chicks ont, blow the dust out of their 
fcyes, that it may not injure their sight. 
About two single handfuls of lime arc 
sufficient to dust the chicks when con- 
fined in an ordinary flour barrel. 
The 


lime makes the chicks sneeze very hard, 
and thus expels the cause of the gapes. 
—Cor. Country Gentleman. 


SALT POISONOUS TO POULTRY.—Un- 


der the above beading a correspondent 
writes to thf; Country Ge»tlcman as fol- 
lows: "I have experimented with salt 
in feeding poultry, and have come to 
the uonclusion that the notion that salt- 
ed food is poisonous to them is mere 
nonsense. I have fed it in every form 
—salt soup from boiled ham, or .'alt 
beef, in which I mixed cornirjenl and 
other food, and allowed the poultry to 
eat all they pleased. I havo mixed salt 
many limes (always once a week) with 
cornraeal. middlings, etc., for old and 
young alike, which they eat voracious- 
ly, and, instead of any of them being 
sick or dying, they are much the better 
for it, and I am convinced from experi- 
ence that they need such food, juntas 
do nearly all "other animals. I make the 
food fully as strong of salt as we do our 
own food generally." 
To which the 


Chicago Tribune's sgrirultural editor 
adds: "Our own experience has been 
that salt, even in small quantities mixed 
with their food, is poisonous to turkeys 
and ducks; and we should recommend 
all to be very careful of its use." 


KOOT-GRAKTING.—Root-grafting, in 


contradistinction to stock-grafting, is 
simply grafting upon a portion of the 
root instead of the stock, and may be 
performed by any of the methods em- 
ployed in grafting. It is usually per- 
formed by whip or tongue-grafting, 
since this gives a larger surface of con- 
tact than simple cletrgrafting. Tongue- 
grat ing is performed as follows: A sec- 
tion of root, seedling of the previous 
year, three or four inches in length, pre- 
viously cut square at each end, is se- 
lected. 
With a tnin, sharp biade a 


diagonal cut is made across the root, 
severing a slice, say three-quarters of an 
inch long, and extending more than half 
way across the stock at the square end. 
A slit is then made directly up the stock 
somewflat more than half as long as the 
diagonal cut, thus forming a tongue. 
The graft containing three buds is then 
cut strictly the reverse of this, or ?o it 
will nicely meet the diagonal cut, with 
a thin, wedge-shaped cut to be pressed 
in the slit, care being taken that the in- 
ner bark of the root and the graft meet 
nicely. 
The whole is then wrapped 


with cloth cut into suitable strips, and 
covered with grafting-wax, and kept 
just warm enough so that it will press 
nicely to the graft and root, and adhere 
to hold all in place. Except for the 
sake of doing the work yourself, it will 
hardly pay jou to do your own root- 
grafting, since this work is now done in 
the most perfect manner at commercial 
nurseries, and the root-grafts packed 
and sold for a less price than you could 
possibly do it yourself.—Prairie Farm- 
er. 


RAISING WATERMELONS.—A Missis- 


sippi gardener adopts the fallowing 
practice in his successful cultivation of 
watermelons: 
His place was ordinary 


pine and post-oak land, of moderate 
fertility; and after plowing it "flush," 
he laid it off in rows twenty feet each 
way, and at the angles or checks where 
the rows crossed, he dug a hole with a 
spade two feet deep and three or four 
feet in diameter, and filled it with well- 
rotted manure of any kind he could get 
to make a good compost, and planted 
his seeds on four sides of his hill, so 
that be could thin out to one stalk on 
each of the four sides without crowd- 
ing each other; and then aa the vines 
ran out, he trained each vine to occupy 
its own side of the hill, and as the main 
vine put out side runners, he pinched 
off the end of the runner as soon as it 
had one melon on it, and so on with 
each successive runner, until there were 
five nor six n el ms on each vice, and 
then e pinched off the end of the main 
vine. His cultivation consisted in pull- 
ing oat the weeds and grass from the 
hill, and watering the hills with liquid 
manure in the evening He did not dis- 
turb the grass or weeds that grew be- 
tween the hills, as he considered them a 
protection to the vines in hot weather. 
The result was such that I have seen 
him bring in an ox cart load at a time 
(I think it was the first of the season), 
and I helped eat one that weighed 80 
pounds, and he sold them all at two 
cents a pound, and there was none in 
the can that weighed less that 40 
pounds. He had un acre which pro- 
duced him about 2,000 melons, and if 
lie cjftld have sold them all aa he did 
the first cart load, they would have 
made him about $1,000, bnt the market 
was soon glutted, and he only realized 
about $250.—Our Home Journal.

USEFUL AlfD SCIENTIFIC. 


An important dhcovery of a test for 


diamonds has been made by Prof. Wil- 
liam Crookes of London, the full details 
of which have not yet been made known. 
He finds that rough diamonds emit an in- 
tense blue light when subjected to the 
action of electricity in a tube from which 
most of the air is exhausted. Diamonds 
placed among other gems can thus be 
easily distinguished. 


MR. FKAKCIS GALTON is not inclined 


to consider consciousness as capable of 
much useful service in intellectual la- 
bor. "The more," he says, "I have 
examined the workings of my own 
mind, the less respect I feel for the 
part played by consciousness. I begin, 
with others, to doubt its use altogether 
as a helpful supervisor, and to think 
that my best brain-work is wholly inde- 
pendent of it. Its position appears to 
be that of a helpless spectator of but a 
minute fraction of a huge amount of 
automatic brain-work." 


CURIOUS PROPERTY OF HEAT.—Mr. 


C. J. Henderson of Edinburgh has re- 
cently conducted experiments to find 
out the most economical way of heating 
public halls, and has decided the best 
results were obtained by using an accu- 
mulator or store-room, where the heat 
generated by any means is collected 
and discharged through one opening 
about three or four feet square from the 
floor. The experiment developed the 
fact, unexpectedly, with what instan- 
tanconsness and equality heat is trans- 
mitted through space independent of 
the direction "by which it enters, which 
was proved by thermometers. 


PUTTING AWAY FURS FOR SUMMER. 


—When yon are ready to put away furs 
aud woolens and want to guard against 
the depredations of moths, pack them 
securely in paper flour sacks and tie 
them up well. This is better than cam- 
phor or snuff scattered among them in 
chests and drawers. 
Before putting 


your muffs away for summer, twist 
them by the cords at the ends, so that 
every hair will straighten. Put them 
in their boxes and paste a strip of pa- 
per whore the lid fits on. A small piece 
of paper or linen moistened with tur- 
pentine and put into the wardrobe, is 
also a good preventive for moths. 


A NEW and very valuablo antiseptic 


has been discovered in Germany. It is 
a double saltof borateof potassium and 
iodium, and is made by dissolving in 
water, equal portions, chlorideof potas- 
sium, nitrate of sodium and boracic 
acid, filtering and evaporating to dry- 
ncss. It costs about 21) cents a pound, 
and does not give bad taste and proper- 
ties to food. Butter may be made; from 
milk kept sweet by it at ordinary tem- 
perature for a week. Meat, game, etc., 
dipped in a weak solution, remain pure 
for a long time. A piece of meat well 
rubbed with the salt and hiid away two 
years ago, is now in perfectly gond con- 
dition. Eggs are dipped in a'sohuion; 
beer and wine are placed in bottles pre- 
viously rinsed by it, and remain good 
fi r lone periods. 


IKON IN THK ATMOSPHERE.—Observa- 


tions on snow collected on mountain 
tops and within the Arctic circle fur be- 
yond the influence of factories and 
smoke, confirm the supposition that 
minute particles of iron tloat in the at- 
mosphere, and in time fall to the earth. 
Some physicians believe that these float- 
ing particles of iron are concerned in 
the striking phenomena of the anrora. 
Gronemann of Gotiingen holds that 
streams of the particles revolve round 
the sun, and that when pacing the 
earth they are attracted to the poles, 
and thence stretch forth as long fila- 
ments into space. But as they travel 
with planetary velocity, they become 
ignited in our atmosphere, and thus 
produce the luminous appearances or 
aurora;. In his recent voyages, Prof. 
Nordentkjold examined snow far in tho 
north beyond -pitzbergen, and found 
therein exceedingly small particles of 
metallic iron, phosphorus and cobalt. 


A NEW theory, based chiefly on chcm 


ical considerations, is propounded by 
Prof. Mendelejeff regarding the forma- 
tion of petroleum in the interior of the 
earth. From the fact that in Pennsyl- 
vania petroleum occurs in the Devoni- 
an and Silurian rocks, it appears to 
him highly improbable that the fluid 
hydrocarbon should be the result r.f the 
decomposition of organic remains, for 
but little organic life could have existed 
in those ages. 
His theory, starting 


with Laplace's hypothesis of the forma 
tion of our globe, assumes the exist- 
ence of great masses of iron, and, 
along with it, of inorganic carbon, in 
the inner parts of the earth. 
The wa- 


ter which, from the more exterior re- 
fions, penetrates the molten metal, is 


ecomposed; its oxygen goes to the 


iron, whilst its hydrogen unites, undor 
the influence of great heat and pressure, 
wrh the carbon, to form tho varieties 
of hydrocarbons which make up petro- 
leum. 


PRESERVATION OF WOOD.—Two new 


processes in the preservation of wood 
are reported. 
In one a boiler is pre- 


pared, and in this are placed iron grat 
ings on which the pieces of wood may 
be placed, care being tak n in loading 
up tho boiler to keep each piece of tim- 
ber separate from the others. Water is 
then placed in a second boiler and raised 
to a temperature of 113° Fahr. when the 
following chemicals are added in these 
proportions: sulphate of zinc, 55 kilo- 
grams; American potash, 22 kilos; 
American alum, 44 kilos; oxide of man- 
gandse, 22 to each 55 kilos of water. 
When these have dissolved, sulphuric 
acid of 60°, in the proportion of 22 kilos, 
may be slowly added till the mass is 
well saturated. Thin mixture is then 
placed in the boiler containing the wood 
till the wood is covered, when 'he whole 
is boiled for three hours 
The wood is 


then taken out and laid on wooden 
gratings to dry and harden. Wood 
treated by this process is said to become 
partially petrified and able to resist fire 
successfully, only charring slowly under 
intense heat. The second process is 
cheaper and much more simple. Tim 
ber is placed in pits and covered with 
quicklime, and the lime is-then slowly 
slaked with water. The timber ia then 
left undisturbed for eight days. Wood- 
en sleepers thus treated are reported to 
become very hard, tough and durable 
while retaining all their, strength and 
elasticity.—Kcribner for May. 
•••

spoonful of sugar, 3 cups ol flour, 4 cap 
of milk, 2 teaspoonfuls cream-tartar, 1 
of soda. 


GISOKK COOKIES.—2 cups of molas- 


se3,1 of shortening, 1 of water, 1 ege, 1 
tablespoonful of soda, 1 of ginger. Boll 
thick. 
. 


JOHNNY-CAKE—1 cup of Door, 3 of 


meal, 1 of molasses, 2 of sweet milk, 1 
of sour, 1 teaspoonful of soda, 1 of salt. 
Bake 1 hour. 


SODA BISCUIT.—2 quarts of flour, 4 


teaspoonfuls of cream-tartar, 2 tea- 
spoonfuls soda, 1 pint of sweet milk, i 
teacnpful of butter. 


CUSTARD PunmsG.—Boil a quart of 


milk, beat up 6 eggs, sweeten the milk 
to your taste; add the eggs, flavor it sad 
bake in a pudding-dish; grate nutmeg 
over it. 


GINGER COOKIES.—3 eggs, 1 cap- 


sirup, 1 cup meat drippings or batter,. 
salt, 1 teaspoon ginger, 1 cup sugar, 1 
teaspoon soda dissolved in 3 tablespoon- 
fuls boiling water; add flour to roll. 
Bake in slow oven. 


LEMON PIK.—1 cup cold water, 1 cnp 


sugar, 1 cup chopped raisins and 1 
lemon; squeeze out the juice and then 
chop the other part; bake with two 
crusts. This makes two small or one 
large pie. 


PARSNIP STEW.—Cut the parsnips 


round-ways in thin slices; put in a tin 
dish with plenty of water; let stew until 
tender; pour off water and put in cream, 
butter, salt and pepper to suit the taste. 


STEAJIF.D GRAHAM BREAD.—To 1 pint 


of sour milk add 2 tablespoonfuls brown 
sugar or sirup, a pinch of salt and tea- 
spoon soda; stir quite thick; steam 2 
hours and bake 10 minutes. Pork cake 
steamed the same way is also very nice. 


OMELET SOUFFLE.—1 cup of flour, 1 


cup of milk, 1 tablespoonful of sugar, 
piece of butter tho size of a walnut. 
Scald milk, butter and flour together. 
After the butter is cold stir in the yelks 
of 8 eggs, and just before baking the 
whites beat light. Bake in a quick oven. 
Eat with sauce. 


CHOCOLATE PUDDING.—2 beaten eggs 


and 4 tablespoons of corn staich mixed 
in a cup of milk; add 1 cup of sugar, 
and grated chocolate enough to make a 
light brown color; pour into 1 quart of 
boiling milk and stir until done; vanilla 
flavoring. Place the pudding-pan in a 
pot of boiling water to cook. 


POTATO PUFFS.—Take 2 cups of cold 


mashed potatoes, and stir into it 2 large 
spoonfuls of melted butter, beating to a 
cream before adding any thing else. 
Then add 2 eggs whipped very light, a 
little salt, and a cup of cream. Beat 
well, pour into a deep dish, and bake in 
a quick oven until nicely browned. It 
will come out light and puffy. 


The J>oadly Cider. 


A case of excessive cider-drinking by 


a family of four persons has recently 
come to light in Northbridge that is 
causing considerable talk, not only 
there, but in all the surrounding towns. 
The family consisted of a father about 
sixty, the mother fifty-six, and two sons 
thirty-five and thirty-one years old. 
The actual amount that this family has 
consumed since last fall can not be de- 
termined, but one man says ho mode 
1,000 gallons for them, and two other 
men made half as much more. 
The 


father and mother have always been in 
the habit of drinking cider to a large 
extent, and the sons have always been 
brought up to it since they were chil- 
dren. The father says he does not 
know how much cider they put in last 
fall, and also says that his youngest son 
sold some and that they had given 
away some, but as near as can be lound 
out between forty and fifty barrels of 
cider have been consumed by this fam- 
ily since last fall. 
Six weeks &g> to- 


day, Monday, the mother was taken 
with fits and died the next Thursday, 
and was buried on Saturday. 
The 


youngest son was taken with fits three 
weeks ago to-day and died on Thurs- 
day, and was buried on the following 
Sunday, and on Thursday the oldest 
son was taken with fits just the same as 
the others, and Friday night the attend- 
ing physician gave him up. 
He was 


living Saturday night and teemed a lit- 
tle more comfortable, but the physician 
says there is but very little hope of his 
living but a short time. 
The father ia 


also in a very bad condition, sees snakes 
nearly every night and frequently gets 
up in the night and runs about the 
house crying "Fire" at the top of his 
voice, aud is doubtless suffering from 
tiemens 
The physicians do not wish 


to say any thing about tho case, but it 
is generally reported that those people 
have drank so much that it has brought 
on thu tremens. 
The two song are 


known to have drank liquor besides the 
cider. There is no donbt but drinkirg 
so much cider caused the death of the 
two that died. 
All the parties have 


suffered terribly. The eldest son, who 
it is expected can live but a few days, 
has a wife, an estimable young woman, 
and two children, the oldest eighteen 
months and the youngest one week and, 
four days old.—Worcester (Mass.) 0»- 
zette.

I do 


not mean here to touch or raise the 
qnestion whether there are what are 
called miracles connected with the 
spirit world any more than in the phys- 
ical world. That ia beside my argument. 
My argument at present w simply this, 
that within the realms of law, clearly 
understood as such, there is food for 
the faculty of wonder, in all its legiti- 
mate aspirations, fare more enduring, 
far greater and far grander than any 
thing that can be developed In the waf 
of those communications of table tarn- 
ing, table rapping-, or any thing of that 
kind.- Profetoor Gardner, in the Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

The Chameleon. 


The chameleon has been an object of 


cariosity the world over on account of 
its power to change its color, but its 
power to change its lurm is not less re- 
markable. Sometimes it assumes the 
form of a disconsolate mouse sitting 
mum in a corner; again, with back 
curved and tail erect, it resembles a 
crouching lion, which no doubt gave 
origin to its name, chwuai-leov, or 
ground-lion. By inflating its sides it 
flattens its belly, and viewed from below 
takes the form of an ovate leaf. The 
tail is the petiole, while a white, serrat- 
ed line, which runs from nose to tip of 
tail over the belly, becomes the midrib. 
Still again throwing out the air, it draws 
in its sides, and at the same time ex- 
pands itself upward and downward till 
it becomes as thin as a knife, and then 
viewed from the side it has the form of 
an ovate leaf without a midrib, but with 
the serrated line of the belly and the 
serrated back becoming the serrated 
edges of a leaf. When thus expanded it 
also has the power to sway itself over so 
as to present an edge to anobserer, thus 
greatly adding to its means of conceal- 
ment. 


I have studied the changes of color 


with much interest. In its normal state 
of rest it Is of a light pea-green color, at 
times blending with yellow. The least 
excitement, as in handling, causes a 
change. The ground work remains the 
same, but tranverse stripes appear run- 
ning across the back and nearly encir- 
cling the body in a full-grown animal, 
numbering about thirty, and extending 
from heatf to tip of tail. These stripes 
occupy about the same amount of space 
as the ground work, and are most sus- 
ceptible to change of color. At first 
they become deeply green, and if the 
excitcmect continues gradually change 
to black. When placed upon a tree the 
ground work becomes a deep green and 
the stripes a deeper green or black, and 
so long as they remaiu on the trees the 
color does not change 
The prevailing 


idea, that they take on the peculiar hue 
of the foliage among which they happen 
to be, is, 1 think, erroneous. We have 
placed them on the scarlet leaves of the 
dracrena and among the red flowers of 
the acacia, with no change from the 
prevailing green.—0. R Bachekr, in 
Popular Science Jfonthyfor

A Man Who Can "ffag Mis Left Ear." 


About a dozot well known members 


of the Rhode Island Radical Society met 
Friday at the office of Drs. Hutchinson 
and Browning, on Mathewson Street, to 
witness a private exhibition of a remark- 
able nature by Charles H. Warren, of 
New York. This man met with an ac- 
cident in his youth that caused ft dislo- 
cation of the hip, and, what was quite 
remarkable, succeeded himself. in re- 
ducing the dislocation. This power, it 
seems, led him to tests of muscular 
strength and exertion that finally de- 
veloped him into a man of extraordi- 
nary power, which gives him perfect 
control of all the muscles of toe body, 
individually and sectionally. But a few 
days »go he appeared before Dr. Bige- 
low, of Harvard College, and astonish- 
ished the Doctor by a wonderful display 
of muscular movements. 
The exhibi- 


tion Friday was of a similar nature, and 
produced no less surprise among the 
medical savants who assembled to see 
him. 
He dislocated almost any part of 


his body at will, and then resumed his 
natural condition in the perfect embodi- 
ment of physical development. He first 
showed a dislocation of the hip-joint of 
H inches, and just as quickly brought 
it back to its normal condition. Dis- 
placements of the wrists and shoulders, 
by which he succeeded in lengthening 
his arms an inch or more, were next 
shown; following them with a disluca- 
tion of the jaw in a downward and for- 
ward movement. The difference in the 
expansion of the chest from its natural 
state was seven inches. 
He showed a 


dislocation of the knee-joint, and twist- 
ed his limbs about in almost every con- 
ceivable condition, actually bringing 
both feet close together, bottom to bot- 
tom. But perhaps the moat singular 
performance of all was that done with 
his aural appendage. 
The expression, 


"Can you wag your left ear?" has often 
been heard, though "hardly ever" rea- 
lized, but here was a man who gave an 
actual illustration of it in its literal 
meaning. The doctors were amused as 
well as astonished. Altogether it was a 
most remarkable exhibition, given per- 
fectly free from all deception, before 
men of acknowledged medical learning, 
who found their subject one of interesi- 
ing study. Mr. Warren it in excellent 
health, and is a man, as might natural- 
ly be inferred from the foregoing ac- 
count, of remarkable physical power 
and endurance.—Providence

walk out with me? Do you not love 
me?" "Oh, yes, I love you," I said, 
"but I am afraid of you." "Doyou 
love him?" To this question I gave no 
reply, when she became more excited 
and spoke again quickly: "Do you 
love Miss Foster better than you do 
me?" 
My answer was: "Yes." 


This appeared to terribly excite her, 
and she rushed wildly about ia a 
terrible state of excitement. " Don't 
say that, Ella; don't say that," she 
kept repeating, while I stood rooted to 
the spo; by the vehemence of her man- 
ner. Presently she came close to me 
and said, " If you say that again I will 
shoot .you," and took out her pistol and 
cocked il.

Buckner is descended from a distin- 
guished family of Mississippi, aad is a 
cousin of Si nator Beck's wife. Bow- 
man's uncle is Regent of the Kentucky 
University at Ashland, Henry Clay's old 
home. His father was recently United 
States Collector at Lexington. The 
cause of the breach between Tomlinson 
and Bowman was the discovery by the 
former of an improper intimacy be- 
tween Bowman and his wife.

Every one knows how large a space

The subject has 
hitherto been obscure, owing to pur in- 
sufficient knowledge of the varieties and 
symptoms of that terrible disease; in- 
deed, it is only within the last few yean 
that medical investigations, carried on 
in the countries wnich are its special 
homes, have cleared up all the debata- 
ble features, except, -perhaps, its sup- 
posed contagiousness, 
in regard to 


which the committee of pur London 
college of physicians "consider that tbe 
weight of evidence is decidedly on the 
negative side," although there is a con- 
siderable amount of testimony that 
" the disease is contagious in a certain 
stage, when the ulcers are running." 
Now, all this recent information is con- 
densed, from which it appears that the 
true leorosy of the law was not the 
common white leprosy. " Lepra vul- 
garis," or dry tetter, which, unless ac- 
companied 
with 
ulcers, 
did 
not 


render the sufferer unclean; but Ele- 
phantiasis, under either of its chief 
forms, the tuberculated and the anaes- 
thetic, the various symptoms of whick 
in their earlier stages are delineated 
with remarkable accuracy in the rules 
laid down for 
the 
priest's guid- 


ance. 
Should the student of tbe 


law wonder why a physical disease 
should be the subject of such minute 
religious legislation, he will find enough 
in these " Notes " to convince him that 
an ample explanation is to be found in 
the sanitary aspect of the subject. 
Egypt was in anc.ent times the chief 
seat of this most malignant and horrible 
of diseases, which as poison in the blood 
descended from parent to child with a 
frightful persistence; and the Israelites, 
in their crowded and servile condition, 
must have been peculiarly liable to con- 
tract it, and carry its fatal germs in 
their desert wanderings. 
Hence tbe 


necessity to their prosperous develop- 
ment, of hedging it round with the 
most stringent restrictions, and by the 
laws of uncleanness and separation 
checking its spread through intermar- 
riages between tbe healthy and the 
tainted. Of course, we are not preclud- 
ed from seeing a religions meaning 
underlying these sanitary ordin nces, 
and Mr. Clark accordingly sums np bit 
dissertation by adding that " the proper 
treatment of leprosy as a disease of tb* 
body became a type of the proper treat- 
ment of sin, not through a mere resem- 
blance which might recommend iteelf 
to the fancy, but through the law being 
an inspired interpretation of tbe truth* 
of nature.— Quarterly Review.
